A rainbow in tair weather denotes foul—if in 
foul, fair weather will follow. A double rainbow 
indicates much rain. 

A predominance of the purple color of the rain. 


days, it is generally succeeded by a coldness of the 
sir. If the 4urora Borealis has been considerable, 
either an increased degree of cold is immediately 
produced, or bodies of clouds are immediately 
formed. 

If, im « very wet season, the sky is tinged with « 
see-green color near the bottom, where it ought to 
be bive, it shows that rain will speedily follow, and 
imerease, when it is of a deep dead biue, it is over- 
eharged with vapors, and the weathers wil! be 
showery. 

When the sun appears white at the setting, or 
goes down into a bank of clouds, which lie in the 
horizon, they indicate the approach or continuance 
of bad weather. 

When it rains with an east vind, it will probably 
continue for twenty-four hours. 

The heaviest rains, when of long continuince. 
generally begin with the wind blowing easterly. 
which gradually veers round to the south—and the 
rains do not cease until the wind has got to the 
west, or a little north west. - 

While rain is falling, if any small space of the 
sky is visible, it is almost a certain sign that the 
rain will speedily cease 

If the clouds that move with the wind become | 
stationary, when they arrive at that part of the 
horizen which is opposite to the wind, and appear 
to accumulate, they announce a speedy fall of rain 

A frequent change of wind, with an agitation of 
the clouds, denotes a sudden storm.

An observatory is a building farnished with in- 
struments for observing the pleces and movements 
of the heavenly bediee; and the perfection to 
which the science of astronomy has been carried in 
modern times is in great part to be attributed to the 
existence of such establishments. It bas heen con- 
jectured by some, that observatories were erected 
by various nations of the ancient world, and the 
pyramids of the Egyptiens bave in particular been 
represented as intended to serve thet purpose ; but 
there is so certain evidence that such institutions. 
ia the modern sense, existed either among that peo 
ple or any other of those early times. There is lit 
tle reason to believe that the fathers of astronomy, 
either in Chaldea or in Greece, were assisted in lay- 
ing the foundations of their science by even the sim- 
plest instruments.

If all my 
tools were of this stamp, | could keep a set of two 
horse and a set of one-borse plonghs, « set of cul- 
tivaters, serapers, bull-tongues, shovel-ploughs, dc , 
not costing over one hundred and fifty dollars. 1 
could thus employ more workmen, and my ploughs 
would not cost me over $20 to $30 = year on an 
average Now a set of our single-horse turning 
ploughs certainly cost me over $30 a year without 
counting the less of time going to the shop and 
working with bed tools. 

1 cultivate seventeen acres per hand, sot inclu- 
ding my garden, potato or oat crop; and I can do 
this as easily as my neighbors cultivate twelve to 
fifteen acres. Many of the planteis within twenty- 
five to thirty miles of me will scarcely credit this, 
because they do net know the ecouomy and saving 
of labor in using improved implements.

The usual speed of horses at the plough may be 
ascertained in this way.
